Harry P. Lynch Profits by Use of Plaza 
Property Which He Has Fitted up as Auto 
Parking Space. 


A business venture by which 
Harry P. Lynch, special agent for 
the Southern Surety Co., rented 
from the city a block of the Me- 
morial, Plaza site between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth on Olive 


street at $125 a month for use as a 
parking lot, has brought him an es- 
timated profit of more than $20,- 
000 since October, 1927. 

The property, which fronts 300 
feet on the south side of Olive 
street and is 69 feet deep to the 
alley, was purchased by the city 
at a total cost, including improve- 
ments, of $268,332. 

When Lynch rented the proper- 
ty about 18 months ago from the 
city through Comptroller Nolte, he 
was not at all certain of the large 
profits he has since’ realized. A 
tenant on the plaza site has no as- 
surance of the length of time he 
may ‘occupy the property *he has 
rented. . 

Comptroller Nolte, in explaining 
the nominal sum exacted as rent by 
the city for the valuable Olive 
street property, said that it would 
be possible to get a considerably 


higher rental for the lot, if the city 
were in a position to lease it for 
@ year or more, but under the cir- 
cumstances, when it is probable 
that the title to the entire plaza 
will be acquired this year, a sub- 


stantial offer could not be ob- 
tained. 
Lynch ‘has spent more than 


$1000 in addition to his rent in car- 
rying out an agreement with the 
city to remove debris and grade 
the lot. Besides renting automo- 
bile parking space at 25 cents a 
day, the usuaj} charge, he main- 
tains a filling station and auto 
washing service. The lot has a 
parking capacity vf about 200 ma- 
chines, and Lynch's son, who man- 
ages the_business, estimates a daily 
average of about 150 customers. 
Work on the Memorial Plaza has 
been delayed by litigation between 
the city and some property owners 
A settlement may be reached with- 
in six months or not for several 
years. In the meantime, Lynch's 
parking lot, originally a “take-a- 
chance” proposition with the pros- 
pect of but a few months’ busi- 
ness, has become a veritable little 
géld mine, with an output of a $40- 


a-day profit for the proprietor.

NEW YORK, April 5.—The New 
York Times says that Otto H. 
Kahn, who sailed for Europe last 
Friday on the lle de France, has 
been named defendant in an action 
for $250,000 damages for alleged

Morini, a singer, who sought an 
order for his arrest. A Deputy 


Sheriff appeared on the lle de 
France before it sailed with bail 
bond ready to be executed in the 
event that a civil order was ob- 
tained for the financiers’ arrest.

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STIMSON WANTS

SENT TO MEXICO 


Asks for Destroyer at To- 
polobampo Where Rebels 
Are Said to Have Seized 
Americans’ Property.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Secre- 
tary of State Stimson took action 
today to protect Americans in th 
State of Sinaloa by requesting tm 
Navy Department to send a Ge-} 
stroyer to the Port of Topolobam- 
po. 

Stimson asked Secretary Adams 
to dispatch the destroyer to pro- 
tect American and other national 
whom Stimson declared to be en- 
dangered by the retreat of Mexi- 
ican rebel forces in Sinaloa. 

The continued fall of bombs from 
rebel airplanes into Naco, Ariz., 
caused Stimson to@iy to ask the 
Secretary of War to have another 
warning conveyed to the rebel lead- 
ers in Sonora against endangering 
American lives and to have. the 
American military commander at 
waco see that the warning is made 
effective. 

‘American Property Seized. 

The rebel forces in Sinaloa who 
attacked Mazatlan and were defeat- 
ed there have been retreating 
northward since that thme. Secre- 
tary Stimson said that as thev re- 
treated they increased the danger 
to foreigners and the American au- 
thorities considered that the pres- 
ence of the destroyer Smith at Ma- 
zatlan was not sufficient to protect 
American interesis. Therefore, he 
requested the navy to send another 
destroyer to Topolobampo, which 1s 


on the Gulf of California about 200 
miles north of Mazatian. The reb-

Seized property of Americans. 

Vice Consul John E. Jones, at 
Agua Prieta reported to the State 
Department today that last night 
rebel airplanes had continued to 
bombard, Naco, Sonora, and that 
the rebels were drawing their lines 
closer to the town. He reported 
that more mombs had fallen’ -just 
within American territory, but thev 
had done no damage Gen Topete, 
leader ofthe rebel forces, has agnin 
apologized to the American author- 
ities. 

Morrow Reports. 

Ambassador Morrow at Mexico 
City reported to the State Depart- 
ment today that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment thinks that the revolution- 
ists put into the battles in and 
uround Jimenez all of their avaijl- 
able troops, regular and irregular. 
The Ambassador said a full de- 
tailed report of the killed, wounded 
and prisoners in the fighting in 
Chihuahua had not reached Mexico 


City yet. The first lot of 100 rebel 
prisoners arrived in Jimenez yes- 
terday.

SOME JUDGMENTS

Franklin Miller Urges Re- 
form in Methods So 
Judges May Know How 
to Pass on Guarantors. 


More than $300,000 in forfeited 
bonds in crimina] cases await col- 
lection for the benefit of the pub- 
lic school system, Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller reported today asa 
result of a check of available rec- 
ords since he took office the first 
of this year, succeeding Howard Si- 
dener, who had been Circuit At- 
torney eight years. 

Collection of the forfeitures has 
long been delayed—as long as 
eight years in some cases, Miller 
points out—and for that reason the 
Sheriff may find it difficult to find 
assets of the defaulting bondsmen 
on which to levy. Two of the 
bondsmen have died, another is in 
prison, a fourth is awaiting trial 
on a felony charge. 

The criminal bond sityation is se- 
rious, Circuit Attorney Miller de- 
clares, and he makes several rec- 
ommendations to improve matters. 
It will be recailed that the Mis- 
souri Association for Criminal. Jus- 
tice in its reports stressed the need 
for greater care in accepting bonds 
and more activity in collecting for- 
feitures, as a deterrent to the crim- 
inal element.

AGENTS IN 15 MONTHS 
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Seven Enforcement Men 
Two Customs Officers Killed 
in Same Period. 


By the Associated. Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury Low- 
man reported today that 16 per- 
sons had been killed by prohibi- 
tion agents and coast guardsmen in 
enforcing the prohibition law dur- 
ing the tast 15 months. 

In the same period seven pro- 
hibition agents and two mounted 
customs inspeetors were killed by 
persons they sought to arrest* 

In making public details of each 
case in which a citizen was killed 
by a Government officer, Lowman 
said that the number of violent 
arrests was decreasing materially, 
and he attributed the decrease to 
observance Of the rule promuigat- 
ed more than a year age prohib- 
iting the promiscuous use of fire- 
artus by prohibition agents.

Bartlett's appeint- 
ment is for the unexpired term of 
Allen C. Orrick, now president of 
the board, which ends in January, 
1930, Orrick declined to remain 
until the expiration of his terni, 
though twice requested by Gov, 
Caulfield to do so. 

A noticeable fact about the Gov- 
ernor’s list of appointees is the ab-

Coolidge Explains Why 
He Did Not Choose to Run;. 
Blocked Renomination 


Sent Secretary to Kansas City to Curb Sup- 
porters—“‘Artificial Atmosphere Sur- 
rounding President Debilitating. 


Calvin Coolidge never decided 
what he would do if the Republican 
National Convention at Kansas City 
should nominate him. But— 


“I was determined not to have 
that contingency arise,” the former 
President says in the second article 
of his autobiographical series, in 
the May Cosmopolitan Magazine. 

“I therefore sent the secretary to 
the President, Everett Sanders, a 
nan of great ability and discretion, 
to Kansas City, with instructions 
to notify several of the leaders of 
state delegations not to vote for 
me. Had I not done so, I am told, 
[ should have been nominated.” 

“Why I Did Not Choose tu Run” 
is the title of the chapter. The 
reasons he sets forth are of both a 
generak and a personal character. 
The general ones are, that one man 
is not likely to serve successfully 
in the presidency for more than 
eight years; that the “artificial! at- 
mosphere of adulation and exalta- 
tion” surrounding the office must 
in time impair the President’s jWg- 
ment; and that Presidents who 
serve even é@ight years show a lack 
of accomplishment in the latter 
part of the second term. 

Views on Second Elective Term. 

The third-term objection, he says, 
did not appear to him to apply to 
the 
vice presidency to an uncompleted 
term, and had served one term 
thereafter 

His personal reasons for his de- 
cision were that another term

TIFF, Mo., April 5. 

ERE in Washington County, 
H wnere Missouri mules still do 
most of the hauling over al- 
most impassable Ozark roads, all 
is not well with the tenacious folk 
inhabiting this wilderness and 
eking a meager livelihood—part of 
the time—by mining “tiff.’’ 

Mining of “tiff’’—which 
for what geologists and 
mention barium sul- 
phate, or just barytes—is a re- 
tnarkably strenuous process, chock- 
full of disconcerting surprises. 

The brothers Boyer—Gus and 
Willis—occupy a “company cabin” 
here in Tiff, an imperceptible sort 
of village tucked away somewhere 
in Union Township between the 
Missourj Pacific Railroad tracks 
and a stone-freckled stream queer- 
ly known as Shibboleth Creck. 
Two-thirds of the township belongs 
to the company which buys the 
tiff produced in this section. 

Long Line of Tiff Miners. 

Strapping young men, the Boyer 
occupy their cabin  be- 
cause they follow the mining occu- 
pation of their father, grandfather 
and a few ancestors, Their cabin, 
like the land, is the property of the 
company. Due to the death of their 
father when they were youngsters, 
neither attended the tiny district 
school which peeps out of a forest 
of scrub oaks and cedars down 
on Shibboleth Creek. They had to 
consider their mother as well as 
themselves, so they conventionally 
obtained a pick, a spade and two

The plan which Teague said had 
been worked out by the Los Ange- 
les Chamber of Commerce proposed 
that a stabilization 
should go inte the market to buy 
surplus commodities after prices 
had fallen belqw the cost of pro- 
duction. 

The plan contemplated setting 
up only one stabilization corpora-
